THE NILE FLOOD

MR. DUPUI'S REPORT. 


Mr. Dupuis, acting adviser, has addressed, 
under date of the 16th inst., the following 
report to the Minister of Public Works :— 
There is agnin very little to report in 
the condition of the Nile flood during the past 
week. The river levels though mach below the 
average are being well maintained; there is not 
as yet any material fall at Roseires, and the 
Khartoum gange this morning was within ten 
centimetres of the highest level yet recorded 
this year ; the Atbara has however begun to 
fall. The slight fall of levels noticed in Egypt 
during the last few days will probably now be 
followed by a trifling rise, after which a more 


or less continuous fall must be expected. The | i 


conditions of irrigation in Egypt remain 
unaltered, a very considerable area of sharaki 
is now unfortunately quite certain, but every 
day that the final fall is delayed means a slight 
improvement. 


THE MASTABA OF MARON-BEBI. 


Monsieur Jean Capart has published in a 
handsome volume with photographic plates the 
remains of a 6th dynasty Mastaba tomb, which 
in 1905 he found in the hands of Arab dealers 
at Ghizeh and Cairo. In the introduction to 
the description of these remains, which are now 
exhibited ir the Musée da Cinquantenaire at 
Brussels, he lucidly explains the arrangement 
and construction of the early dynasty Mastaba 
sepulchres of private men of means in those 
ancient times. In this preliminary part of his 
work he also gives an admirable photo-engrav- 
ing of the vaulted passage in the great tomb 
of Adu 1 at Denderah, shewing two of the most 
perfect early brick arehes yet discovered in 
Egypt, a piece of architecture comparable to 
those that have been found in the basements 
of the great Assyrian and Babylonian palaces 
and temples. The various blocks forming the 
walls of the tomb which have now been rebuilt 
as originally arranged, in the Brussels Museum 
do not completely restore the original monn- 
ment. Perhaps the despoilers have left a por- 
tion ot the walls still in the sand, or they may 
be in the hands of some clandestine antiquity 
excavators in Egypt. However, sufficient of 
the monument has been collected by Mr. 
Capart to reconstitate the walls at the extreme 
end of the funerarl chamber and the greater 
part of the two long walls at the side They 
have all been broken up or separated for the 
purpose of removal and therefore we have 
lacunw in the texts and fractures in the figures 
of the sculptured reliefs, but the five plates 
appended to the volume give an excellent idea 
of their present state, indicating that neither 
the reliefs nor the inscriptions have serionsly 
suffered. It is probable that the third wall, in 
which was the entrance doorway, was un 
sculptured, and if so we really have all of the 
tomb chamber of archwological interest. 

The mausoleum was built for a certain 
Marou who bad another title called “his good 
name of Bebi,” and all around the top of the 
ornamental walls is a hieroglyhic frieze with a 
panegyric of the aforesaid Marou-Bebi, in 
which, apart from the usual religious aspira 
tions and assertions of integrity and excell 
ences, we are informed that he was “chief ot 
the forests” (department) “of the Pharaoh and 
scribe of the royal boat” ; but moreover he was 
a member of the elect circle of courtiers entitled 
“Friends of the King.” In addition to this he 
possesse<l a sort of semi-sacerdital office, that 
of Lector, meaning the personage who at 
ceremonies recited with appropriate intona- 
tions the formulae contained in the rituals for 
the occasion. He probably did not hold all 
these offices contemporaneously ~ but the 
exordium is like the carsus honoram of Roman 
officials, a catalogue of the offices he held 
during his career in the service of his country 

Along the lower strip of the walls runs 
another inscription containing threatenings and 
judgments against anyone who shall disturb or 
destroy the sepulchre, and promises to Marou 
Bebi of a happy future. This mentions that 
“he will be jndged by the great god, master of 
the weet, in the place where trath is made 
manifest.” So at this early date, for Marou- 
Bebi lived about 6th dynasty times, we here 
find proof . a belief in the judgment of the 
dead by the Ueity, which subsequently became 
such a prominent item of the Egyptian 
doctrines of the future life history.

PORTS AND LIGHTS SCANDAIS.

The parquet accuses Socrate Bey Spiro, 
Mohamed Effendi Safwat, inspector of the 
harbonr, Moslem Effendi Soliman, captain of 
the Rosette port and Attieh Effendi Ghirghis ; 
the first of having received between July and 
October 1905, the sam of £30 through thé 
medium of the second and third, who are 
accused of accepting four cases of butter in 
February 1905 and two Kafas of dates in 
November 1905, presents from Ismail Hassan, 
mamour of the Rosetta Lighthouse, for assist 
ing in the settlement of his pension. 

Mohamed Effendi Satwat is accused of hav 
ing been the intermediary for the giving of 
backshish to Spiro Bey Socrate, and for taking 
to his account £10 and a present of eggs, 
chickens and dates. 

Moslem Effendi Soliman is accused of having 
been the intermediary for the giving of £40 to 
Safwat Efendi who gave £30 to the former. 

Attieh Effendi Ghirghis is accused of having 
accepted in August 1902, £2 from Ismail Has- 
san and alse two safas of dates and some 
quails in February 1904 in order to support 
him in his demands to the Director in Chief. 

The witnesses are :—Hafez Effendi Goabran, 
warehouse assistant, Ismail Effendi Hassan, 
mamour of the Rosetta Lighthouse, and Dr, 
Georges Jacovich. 

The first witness declared that he learn 
trom Attielr Effendi Guirghis that the post o 
chief warehouse-keeper was vacant. Effendi 
Guirghis demanded £60 in order to give £50 
to Spiro Bey and to keep the rest for himself. 
The witness gave him £54 in two paymenta. 
When another was appointed to this post, he 
informed Spiro Bey that he ought to refund 
the money to Attieh Effendi who had been 
transferred to Ceiro. 

Dr. Georges Jacovich declared that he told 
the witness Hafez Effendi that he had given 
the sum of £54 as backshish in order to obtain 
@ vacant employment at £11 per month. 

Ismail Effendi Hassan mamourof the Rosetta 
Lighthouse declared that he had given £40 to 
Moslem Effendi Soliman to give to Mohamd 
Safwat and that the latter gave £30 to Socrate 
Bey Spiro, in order to settle his pension. The
